» periods in ‘this tremendous ftruggle, have been fre- 
) quently recorded in our half-yearly prefaces. But 
) never, in the courfe of twenty years, have we feen a 
> moment when the return of order and of focial hap- 
) pinefs was fo ftrongly promifed, as at prefent. Under 
 fuch circumftances, they who originally planned, fup- 
» ported, and have hitherto condutted the Bririsu 
) Critic, are about to retire from the charge ; and they 
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do withshe more. fatisfa€tion, as they refign it into 


the hands of perfons eminently qualified to fuf- 
tain whatever conteft may {till be demanded, in behalf 
of (Cuugcu and Stare. They retire alfo with the 
pleafing con{cioufnefs of never having committed or 
fanétioned.,.wilful injuftice. We know that, our 
journal, bas been plied as tog mild; but, for thofe 
who can-ftoop to purchafe popularity by unfair cen- 
fure, and cruel farcafm, we envy not the ftate of their 
conf{ciences; ours would_never ftretch to fuch indul- 
gences... One maxim has invariably been our guide;

We have here, as ufual, a rich difplay; and fhall 
only mention thofe that are moft remarkable. We 
begin with Mr. Scoti’s Rokeby ||, a poem of which, 
whatever opinion may be formed, while the author 
is compared only with himfelf, no poffible doubt can 
exift concerning its rank among poetical narratives, 
It abounds, like the other poems. of Mr. Scott, with 
vivid deferiptions, accurate delineation of charaters, 
and well imagined original fituations. As-a trul 

etical narrative, in a very different Ryle of com- 
pofition, we do not hefitate to place by the fide of 
‘this the anonymous poem of The Miffonary 4. OF the 
author we fhall only fay, as: the youth in Terence 
fays of his unknown mittrefs,

To'Mr. Montgomery, whenever he has been offered 
to our notice, we have always given the moft cordial 
praifes;’ and.we think that his volume lately pub- 
lived *; confirms and eftablifhes his claims: . Here 
alfo is included a marrative poem, of high merit, en- 
titled, ihe Werld before the Flood. 

To Lord Byron we have given a fhort but forcible 
teftimony of our applaufe, for hiseccentric Giaour Tf ; 
we doubt not that he will continue to. write with 
equal fuccefs, Mi/s Mitford's pleafing volume .of 
Narrative Poems‘, is an earneft of future amufe- 
ment of a fimilar kind.

In both fhe 
is fuccefsful. The Satire, not very appofitely 
named /Typocri/y, denotes great vigour in the author, 
Mr. Colton §, and offends chiefly by redundancy, 
With more experience, we doubt not that he will do 
whatever. we can wifh in this line of compofition, 
That Dr. Bidlake can divert the gloom of blindnefs, 
by the ideal vifions of the mufes, who will .not re- 
yoice, that has but heard of his misfortune? nor is 
this fufficient, let us add the hope, that the talent 
which alleviates his forrow, may alfo contribute ef- 
fentially to his fupport, and that his Year |[, may fell 
as extenfively as any poem of its time ! 

Though chiefly tranflated, or imitated from Greek 
poems, we cannot but {peak highly of the feleGtion 
from the Anthologia, which Mr. Bland firft.publifhed 
fingly, and now with many ingenious colleagues {. 
If any thing can give the mere Englifh reader an, 
idéa. of the elegance of the originals, it muft be fuch 
a colleétion of imitations.
